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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. Applicants' amendments and remarks filed on 6/13/2008 have been entered. Claim 1 has 

been amended. New claims 2 and 3 have been entered. Claims 1-3 are active. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. In response to the amendments, the grounds of rejection have been updated as set forth 
below. Rejections not maintained are withdrawn. 

Rejections Based on Prior Art 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sullivan Jr. et 
al. [US 2005/0025954]. 

Sullivan's invention relates to a trim cover (skin) of a foam-backed cloth or fabric by 
applying a polyurethane dispersion directly onto the backside of the cloth or fabric [0007]. The 
cover is semi-permeable [0013]. The polyurethane dispersion does not strike-through or fully 
penetrate the cloth and does not allow subsequent downstream processes (foam-in-place, 
injection molding behind, etc.) to strike-through the cloth layer [0008]. The cloth or fabric cover 
provides improved breathability to the finished seat cushion [0012]. The polyurethane 
dispersion is formed by reacting polyols, such as polyethers or polyesters, and an isocyanate 
[0024]. 
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For claim 1, Sullivan is silent about the air permeability of the semi-permeable foam 
layer and the number of fine cells per inch. However, since Sullivan teaches generally the same 
structure, composition and functional features for the same end use as the claimed invention, a 
workable air permeability and number of cells per inch are deemed to be obvious routine 
optimizations to one of ordinary skill in the art, motivated by the desire to obtain similar strike- 
through control in a seat cushion molding process. 

For claim 2, since Sullivan teaches that the trim cover does not allow subsequent 
downstream processes (foam-in-place, injection molding behind, etc.) to strike-through the cloth 
layer, a workable depth of impregnation is deemed to be an obvious routine optimization, 
motivated by the desire to obtain the beneficial effect of preventing substantial impregnation. 

For claim 3, Sullivan teaches that the thickness of the foam layer is 0.010 to 2.0 inches 

[0025]. 

Terminal Disclaimer
